General Lawton, when attacking in 
forci' outside of Balinag, saw women 
and children in the rebel trenches, and 
sent Captain Case in advance with a 
white flag to warn the insurgents to re­ 
move the nou-cximbatants. When within 
000 yards of the trenches two volleys 
were tired at Captain Case’s party. 
Chief of Scouts Young, whose brav- 
at Balinag was most notable, served

SAN FERNANDO OCCUPIED. 


Rebels E vacuated an d 
F ir e d th e P la ce, 


F igh ting Sou th o f M a n ila —G reat 


W ork b y L a w to n ’s M en. 


M a n ila , May 6.—Major General Mac- 
Arthur’8 division advanced to San Fer­ 
nando Friday aud found that the plat* 
had been evacuated by the rebels, who 
left only a small detachment to covet 
their retreat by train. General Mac­ 
Arthur occupied the burning town with­ 
out loss. 
The rebels south of Manila attempted 
to rush through 
Brigadier 
General 
Ovenshiue’s line Thursday night. The 
attempt failed, but the rebels main­ 
tained a fusillade of musketry on the 
Fourth infantry regiment for several 
hours. 
The demonstration was inef­ 
fectual beyond scaring the inhabitants 
of Malate. 
The outposts of the Idaho and Cali­ 
fornia regiments beyond San Pedro 
Macati were also attacked during the 
night-. 
Major General Lawton was 
quartered at Belinag. 
N e w Y o r k , May 6 .—Former mayor 
W. L. Strong recived a cablegram from 
his son, Major Putnam Bradlee Strong, 
who is serving on the staff of General 
MacArthur. 
The cablegram confirmed 
the capture of San Fernando, and said 
that General Luna, the insurgent coin- 
mander-in-chief, had been wounded. 
Ma n il a , May 6.—Detailed reports of 
the w ork of Major General Lawton’s 
expedition show that harder fighting 
took place during the early part of this 
week than earlier accounts indicated. 
In the attack upon San Rafael the 
American forces were met with a heavy 
fire from a large number of rebels who 
were concealed in the jungle on all 
aides. It was only the adoption of the 
tactics followed in Indian fighting in 
the United States, every man for him­ 
self, that saved the division from great 
loss. General Lawton, as usual, was at 
the head of his line with his staff. 
Scott’s battery demolished a stone- 
fronted trench at short range. 
The ihsurgent leaders, Gregorio and 
Bio del Pilar, who had 800 men in Bali­ 
nag. retreated when General Lawtou 
approached the town. Chief of Scouts 
Young, with ll men, entered Balinag 
ahead of the army, and rang the church 
bells to announce that they had posses­ 
sion of the city. 
General Lawton, when attacking in 
force outside of Balinag, saw women 
and children ii* the rebel trenches, and 
sent Captain Case in advance with a 
white flag to warn the insurgents to re 
move the non-combatants. When within 
690 yards of the trenches two volleys 
were tired at Captain Case's party. 
Chief of Scouts Young, whose brav 
®ry at Balinag was most notable, served 
as an iudian scout under Major General 
0. 0. Howard in his campaign in the 
northwest in 1876. The work of Young’s 
scouts was a feature of the expedition. 
On Wednesday 23 of them encountered 
a body of 300 Filipinos beyond Balinag 
aud drove them until of the 150 rounds 
°f ammunition which the scouts carried 
they had only about 15 rounds left. 
They were about to retire when Lieu­ 
tenant Boyd, with a troop of the Fourth 
cavalry, came up with them and chased 
the enemy into San Miguel.

had been evacuated by the rebels, wile 
left only a small detachment to covet 
their retreat by train.

Major General Lawton was 
quartered at Belinag. 
N e w Y o r k , May 6 .— Former mayor

MacArthur. 
The cablegram confirmed 
the capture of San Fernando, and said 
that General Luna, the insurgent com- 
wander-iu-chief, had been wounded.

When the party had reached the Ger­ 
man plantation, Lieutenant Cave asked 
Captain Hufnagel, the German mana­ 
ger, if there were any Samoans in the 
vicinity. 
The manager said that none 
had been there that day. 
At that very 
moment, and within a few hundred 
yards of the expedition, was a large 
body of rebels. 
Hufnagel advised that 
a return home be made by way of the 
main road through the plantation, as 
everything was quite safe and no rebels 
had been about. 
Misled by the information of Huf­ 
nagel, it was decided to return by the 
main road. 
The troops marched down 
the road to a narrow gulley, the sides of 
which were covered with buffalo grass. 
On top of the slope, just after the last 
of the troops had begun to march 
through the gulley the rebels attacked 
them. 
Hufnagel is held on board the Ger­ 
man ship Falke under pledge from her 
commander to return him to Captain 
Stuart on demand. Affidavits have been 
made by men engaged in the Vaillee 
fight that a white man was with the 
rebels directing them throughout the 
engagement. 
Hufnagel answers the 
description of this man exactly. 
Von Bullow, a Prussian cavalry offi­ 
cer, was deported to Sydney by the 
German commander. 
He was seen on 
April 12 in command of a body of 500 
men on the way to reinforce Mataafa.

“ In view of the statement of Edward 
Atkinson that he sent his pamphlets 
only to Admiral Dewey, General Otis, 
President Schurman and three or four 
others, the letter of Mr. Atkinson con­ 
taining his application will be of inter­ 
est. 
It is as follows: 
“ ‘B o s t o n , April 22, 1899. 
To the Secretary or W ar: 
4 “ S ir—I desire to semi a large num­ 
ber of the enclosed pamphlets on ‘The 
Cost of a National Crime,’ ‘The Hell of 
War aud Its Penalties’ and ‘Criminal 
Aggression; bv Whom Committed’ to 
the officers aud privates in the Philip­ 
pine islands. I therefore de sire, to know 
whether or not these documents can be 
lent. directly through the war depart­ 
ment or may bi1* forwarded in due course 
of mail. 
A list of regiments is desired 
and lf there are printed lists of officers 
available they would serve me a very 
useful purpose. 
“ ‘E d w a r d A t k in s o n . ’ 
“No answer was made to this letter, 
except to send an official copy to the 
postmaster general, who issued instruc­ 
tions to the postmaster at San Fran­ 
cisco to hold the pamphlets. 
The spirit j 
and design of the pamphlets will be in­ 
dicated by a few extracts. 
In one of 
them, Mr. Atkinson says: 
‘I will ap-. 
pend one question to each reader: How I 
mach increase of taxation are you will­ 
ing to bear aud how many of your 
neighbors sons are you ready to sacri­ 
fice by fever, malaria and venereal dis­ 
ease in order to extend the sovereignty 
of the United States over the West 
Indies and the Philippine 
islands?’ 
Again, after describing what he calls 
‘the hell of war and its penalties,’ Mr. 
Atkinson says, ‘lest others should lie 
entrapped into enlistment in the regu­ 
lar army or volunteer service in the 
tropics, it will only be fair and honest 
on the part of the recruiting officers to 
be put iii possession of these facts.’ 
Again, Mr. Atkinson says, ‘the way has 
already become plain for the youth of 
the land to avoid disease in the tropics 
bv refusing to volunteer or enlist in the 
army or navy of the United States. 
“ ‘The way will be found for the vol­ 
unteers now held against their will to 
get their release from unlawful service 
in any other country than their own

p ack age after p ack age of the crack ers 
and throw n them into the air so they 
would exp lode above the heads of the 
red men To them it sounded as if 4,UilO 
men were firing at them, and when 
they saw one or two whom Fnnston 
had p ick ed off w ith his rifle fall they 
jum p ed on their horses and rode as if 
the evil one was after them. 
W hile still connected with the IXL 
ranch. 
Fnnston and several of his 
friends saw a bullfight at Obihauahna 
.Jnan Perez, the toreador, slap p ed a 
flower girl as he was leaving the arena, 
and Fnnston at once took up her p art. 
Perez challenged him to a duel, which 
was fought the following m orning in 
the building 
Perez was injured so be 
was not able to fight bulls for several 
months, and Funston was slightly hurt 
One of Colonel Fuuston’s stories, told 
on the lecture p latform , is an adventure 
he had on an iceberg in the Bering sea. 
The p arty of governm ent exp lorers of 
which be was a member was sailing 
along the coast, when Fnnston sighted 
two p olar bears on a large iceberg float­ 
ing near the ship . 
He and four other 
p rofessors set out in an op en boat to 
k ill them 
The day was beautiful and 
the sun was shining brightly. The boat 
arrived at the edge of the berg and the 
bears were shot 
Just as the p arty was ready to fasten

cowboy down in the middle of a car 
aisle, t<x)k the cowboy’s ‘gun’ away, 
p ounded him up with it, threw him off 
the train and chased him half a mile 
down the track , throw ing ballast at 
him. Funston was in Alask a four years 
ago, and he took a longer trip in the 
middle of the dark arctic w’inter with 
only Indian guides than Peary took iu 
Greenland in the light of the summer. 
“ The only thing Fnnston would rath­ 
er do than fight is to read Kip ling. 
There is absolutely nothing the m atter

BUSINESS IS GROWING. 


D on’s R eview N oted M ore Orders C asse 
Forw ard In Spite o f Past P he­ 
nom enal Trade. 


N e w Y o r k , May 6.—R. G . Dun & 
Co. ’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in part : 
“ The failures in April were the small­ 
est in any month since records by 
months began, 38 per cent smaller than 
in April of last year, not a third of the 
amount in 1897 and not half the amount 
in April of any previous year. 
“ The ratio of defaulted liabilities to 
solvent 
payments 
through 
clearing 
houses was less than 70 cents per $1,000, 
against 90 cents m Jannajy and $1.19 in 
March, $7.89 in August and $8.02 in 
september, 1896. 
A great share of the 
risk in the business world has been 
eliminated. 
“It is not inconsistent nor strange if 
business halts, because it has been 
crowded to the utmost for four months 
in anticipating future needs on account 
of new combinations proposed. In some 
cases, prices have been advanced so far 
as to check new business, and in others 
works have been engaged so far ahead 
that, new orders cannot now be taken. 
“Yet new business in amount which 
would have been astonishing two years 
ago is still coming forward, and the 
voluntary advance in wages by the 16 
Bessemer firms of Central association 
and by the Frick Coke works, whose 
shipments in April, 30,452 cars, were 
the heaviest ever known, show confi­ 
dence in the future. 
At Buffalo aud in 
Idaho strikes are causing trouble. 
“ The grain movement has fallen off, 
only 2,464,148 bushels having been re­ 
ceived at the west daring the week, 
against 4,765,519 last year, aud of corn 
only 2,677,411 bushels have been ex­ 
ported, against4,545,749 last year, while 
wheat exports from both coasts have 
been better, 3,545,757 bushels, flour in­ 
cluded, against 2,-654,237 last year. 
Nearly all iron works are crowded 
for mouths ahead, but a good many are 
catching up with their orders, which 
have recently diminished. 
“The report that all the great compa­ 
nies are to be melted into one influences 
the stock market but is still scarcely 
credited, aud the raising of the foreign 
prices where American competition is 
no longer felt is suggestive. Pig is no­ 
where higher, nor has any gum s of 
finished products established higher 
prices, though in many the demand ex­ 
ceeds supply. 
“ Wool sales for the week have been 
large, 8,869,853 pounds, owing to sales 
of over 1,000,000 pounds Australian in 
bond for export, and heavy speculative 
purchases of territory. The wool year 
ends with heavy stocks on hand, and 
prices about IO per cent lower than last 
year, British prices averaging about ll 
per cent higher for Australian fine, but 
about IO per cent lower for English and 
crossbred wools. 
Sales 
of domestie 
wool in four months have been 88,598,- 
735 pounds, more than in any year ex­ 
cepting 1897, when speculators were 
taking in the heavy stocks which some 
of them have recently been selling at a 
loss, but sales of foreign have been 
81,725*503 pounds for the year, against 
93,264,350 in that year.

The 
boys were loath to leave the camp, as 
they had become great friends with the 
Indiana This friendship was never for­ 
gotten by the old chief, Black Dog, and 
only a year ago he sent a messenger to 
Colonel Funston asking him to visit

Colonel Funston went back with 
the messenger and remained nearly a 
week with his old friend, much to that 
warrior’s delight. After a brief journal­ 
istic career in Little Rock Funston 
went farther west 
He mined in Cali­ 
fornia and lassoed steers in Texaa 
While in the Lone Star State, on the 
IXL ranch, he did alone what half a 
hundred cowboys bad been trying to 
accomplish for more than a year. 
A 
party of Apaches bad been harassing 
the cowboys for many months, driving 
off cattle and stealing horses. They

were camped in a ravine, and all efforts 
to dislodge them had proved futile, for 
they were too strongly intrenched, and 
it was impossible to get them from the 
rocky pass in which they had taken 
refuge. 
Funston grew disgusted after seeing 
some of his best steers driven away 
and said he was going to drive the In­ 
dians out alone. He rode to the nearest 
store, 20 miles away, and brought back 
several little red bundles. 
The other 
cowboys attempted to dissuade him 
from his purpose, but he started for the 
ravine with his little red packages. The 
cowboys thought he must have dyna 
mite in those packages he had brought 
from the store, but they listened in 
vain for the report of the explosion.

One of Colonel Funaton’s stories, told 
on the lecture platform, is an adventure 
he had on an iceberg in the Bering sea. 
The party of government explorers of 
which he was a member was sailing 
along the coast, when Funston sighted 
two polar bears on a large iceberg float­ 
ing near the ship. 
He and four other 
professors set out in an open boat to 
kill them. 
The day was beautiful and 
the sun was shining brightly The boat 
arrived at the edge of the berg and the 
bears were shot 
Just aa the party was ready to fasten 
the boat to the berg the sun was sud- 
ienly obscured and 
a heavy snow­ 
storm, such as is only seen in the arc­

Their boat was

night the men wrapped up in the bear

time the five uh a continued to reside 
on the berg 
In the iii'j^tim e they had made a 
trip around me berg and found it to be 
rotten 
Large chunks were continually 
falling off 
Un the third day the storm 
ceased and they found themselves seem­ 
ingly in midocean with only a few other 
icebergs in sight. 
But they tried to be 
cheerful until the big berg upon which 
they were camped commenced to crack 
and break to pieces. 
Then they knelt 
and prayed. Looking up suddenly, Fun­ 
ston saw a ship in sight. 
It was the 
Flora, their own vessel, which had been 
pursuing them for many miles. 
They 
were taken on board and a minute later 
the big iceberg cracked into a thousand 
pieces. 
In reply to a telegram from the east 
the other night to Emporia, Kau., in­ 
quiring “ W hat’s the m atter with Fun- 
iton?” W. A. White, editor of the Em­ 
poria Gazette and writer of the famous 
editorial, “ W hat’s the 
m atter with 
Kansas?” indited the following: 
“ I have known Fred Funston for 
about 15 years, went to Kansas State 
university with him, where we had a 
slow mule race for the foot of every class 
Afterward we roomed together while 
working for Kansas City papers. He is 
not afraid of anything that can talk. 
Once in school the tow n’s ‘bad coon 
tried to run over Funston. The darky 
weighed nearly 200 pounds and was a 
‘scrapper' with a razor record. Funston 
is 5 feet 3 and weighs about 95. 
He 
‘bluffed’ the ‘colored brother’ to a 
‘standstill’ and went for a warrant and 
marched the boss bully through the 
main streets of Lawrence at the point 
of a ‘gun. ’ 
“ Once, when he was a Santa Fe train 
conductor, he threw an obstreperous 
cowboy down in the middle of a car 
aisle, took the cowboy’s ‘gun’ away, 
pounded him up with it, threw him off 
the train and chased him half a mile 
down the track, throwing ballast at 
him. Funston was in Alaska four years 
ago, and he took a longer trip in the 
middle of the dark arctic winter with 
only Indian guides than Peary took in 
Greenland in the light of the summer.

The vote 
for him was unanimous. 
The proposed changes of the third 
floor of the Central building into three 
rooms caused much discussion, as did 


t h e proposed improvements to the West 
End and Third street buildings. Clerk 
Hill said he had received but one letter 


f r o m th e architect of the building, al­ 
though he had requested the gentleman 
to make an inspection of the Fourth 
street building. 
Doctor Norris said he thought it would 
be detrimental to do any thing to 
Central building. The schools, during 
the last three years, have been increased 
an average 
of 
2% rooms. 
There 
should be a permanent building erected 
in East End by all means and the board 
should go over the East End at once 
and decide on some ground in order 
that the public would know everything 
before the matter is placed in the hands 
of the voters. There are now seven 
teachers in East End, and if the new 
building is erected at least five additional 
teachers will be needed. 
There are 22 
homes in Pleasant 
Heights and a small building was sng 
jested for that section, inasmnoh as the 
children of that place are now attending 
the West End building. 
A petition 
signed by 80 taxpayers, asking for a 
school, is now in the hands of the clerk. 
The erection of several ^additional 
rooms to the Grant street;ibnilding, to 
cost about $5000, was discussed, but 
definite action was not taken. 
A building in the vicinity of Ravine 
street caused Clerk Hill »to send for a 
map of the city. After it had been pre­ 
sented the board decided the new build­ 
ing would relieve the crowded condition 
of the Grant and Central buildings.

Miss Jessie Robbins 
was the beauty cf the family and ii 
most ambitious member. 
She longec 
for wealth and social power. 
This am 
bition was shared in part by her only 
surviving brother, Herbert Delano Rob 
bins, who married Miss Helen Carroll, 
a sister of Royal Phelps Carroll. 
Henry T. Sloane is the youngest of 
the three brothers who control the great 
carpet house. He has a large fortune, a 
goodly part of which he inherited. His 
brother, William Douglas Sloane, mar- 


ho it is said. and it required the serv­ 
ic e s of a lawyer to patch up the matter, 
out the mending was only temporarily 
■'uccessful. 
It ie said that one of the 
conditions upon which the quarrel was 
catched up was that Mr. Sloane should 
□ave the right of revising his wife's 
visiting list, and that the first thing he 
did was to cut off the men whose atten­ 
tions to Mrs. Belmont were compromis­ 
ing her good name. 
The open quarrel took place in the 
Sloane box, No. 59, in the Metropolitan 
Opera House on Nov. 30. Mrs. Belmont 
was in the box. wearing her magnifi­ 
cent jewels, when Mr. Sloane appeared 
Mr. Sloane wa-j furious because he 
Hound in the box men who had been for­ 
bidden to his house. In the midst of the 
loud talk Mrs. Belmont left the box. 
She drove home and sent for her broth­ 
er, Herbert D. Robbins. When he heard 
of what had occurred Mr. Robbins turn­ 
ed furiously upon Mr. Sloane and de 
nonnced him. Mr. Sloane left the house, 
took a room at the Waldorf-Astoria and 
subsequently went to live in th© Hotel 
Buckingham. 
The formal announcement of the sep­ 
aration was made on Dec. 20, and it 
made a great stir. 
The name of Perry 
Belmont was immediately mentioned. 
Mr. Sloane made the announcement and 
that he had given his wife the Seventy 
second street house. At that time Mrs. 
Belmont was suffering from grip. When 
she recovered she went to the borne of 
her brother, at 814 Madison avenue. 
For a time the children remained with 
Mrs. Belmont. Then they went to the 
home of Mrs. Coffin, a paternal aunt. 
The fashionable world took sides in the 
matter. 
It was said that the leaders 
would stand by Mrs. Belmont. Late in 
January Mr. and Mrs. Elbridge T. Ger­ 
ry announced a dinner in Mrs. Bel 
mont’s honor. 
The dinner was given, 
but Mrs. Belmont did not attend. Later 
it was generally understood that Mr. 
Sloane had applied for a divorce.—New 
York World.

Rome was an 
immense city of violent contrasts.

few nobles possessed great wealth and 
lived in extreme luxury, while the 
mass of the people were slaves or in 
deep poverty. Licentiousness abounded 
in all grades of society, and the worship 
of the gods, whose temples were numer­ 
ous and costly, exercised no restraint 
on vice, but rather seemed to give it 
encouragement. 
Paul 
declares 
that 
God’s nature and will can be surely 
known by His works and that His 
wrath against all wrong is clearly 
shown. 
The existing condition of vile­ 
ness among men was due to the disre­ 
gard of God’s will and dielike for His 
service. 
The result was a fearful con­ 
dition of society, almost too black to be 
credited by later ages. 
That He did not overstate the im­ 
morality of the times is certain from 
the writings of the Roman authors of 
this period. 
The remedy for this condition of af 
fairs is found in the salvation offered 
by the Christ. 
Repentance and com­ 
plete turning from evil, with accept­ 
ance of service for Christ, wonld bring 
consciousness of 
pardon 
for 
guilt, 
cleansing from the love of the evil for­ 
merly practiced and power to lead a 
pure life. 
The change was to be in feelings and 
thought and in actions. The old habits 
would not be broken without earned 
effort. The corrupt surroundings would 
ever be tempting to a return to the 
former practices and associations. Pa 
tience—patient continuance in well do­ 
ing—was absolutely necessary if one 
was to obtain the promised glory and 
eternal, bleesed life. 
One must keep the inner spirit from 
irritable passion and impatience, and 
must do the good deeds, must practice 
over and over again acts of kindness, 
self restraint and self denial, till the 
habits of life become fixed in the mold 
of righteousness and shaped after the 
pattern of godliness.

Paul 
declares 
that 
God’s nature and will can be surely 
known by His works and that His 
wrath against all wrong is clearly 
shown. 
The existing condition of vile­ 
ness among men was due to the disre 
gard of God’s will and dislike for His 
service. 
The result was a fearful con­ 
dition of society, almost too black to be 
credited by later ages. 
That He did not overstate the im ­ 
morality of the times is certain from 
the writings of the Roman authors of 
this period. 
The remedy for this condition of af 
fairs is fonnd in the salvation offered 
by the Christ. 
Repentance and com­ 
plete turning from evil, with accept­ 
ance of service for Christ, woald bring 
consciousness of 
pardon 
for 
guilt, 
cleansing from the love of the evil for­ 
merly practiced and power to lead a 
pure life. 
The change was to be in feelings and 
thought and in actions. The old habits 
would not he broken without earnest 
effort. The corrupt surroundings would 
ever be tem pting to a return to the 
former practices and associations. P a­ 
tience—patient continuance in well do­ 
ing— was absolutely necessary if one 
was to obtain the promised glory and 
eternal, bleesed life. 
One must keep the inner spirit from 
irritable passion and impatience, and 
must do the good deeds, must practice 
over and over again acts of kindness, 
self restraint and self denial, till the 
habits of life become fixed in the mold 
of righteousness and shaped after the 
pattern of godliness.

The wounded 
heroes 
are 
coming 
The shattered, broken men who 
iei] while charging the Filipino trenches 
¡le being brought back. They are taken 
to the Presidio hospitals. 
There a few 
¿t the curious gather to look at their 
tTinken cheeks, to comment upon their 
wounds, to listen to their tales of ad­ 
venture in a strange, far land. 
Here 
and there a tender woman brings them 
flowers and a smile. 
Relatives carry 
oot words of cheer or pity. 
Bu t there 
is none of the extravagant demonstra­ 
tion which accüjupanied their outgoing. 
Yet these 3te the first men to bear 
their wounds back to San Francisco 
tince the dread days of the civil war. 
And they are the first few who pioneer 
the way for the many who w ill come 
limping home in the days yet to be. 
San Francisco might be expected to 
thowinore interest in these stout heart- 
^ lads who have borne the shock of 
battle and behaved like veterans in the 
time of stress. 
B u t the wounded men 
are cheery. 
They are proud of their 
share in the conflict. 
Here are some of 
their experiences: 
Charles G. Hammonds, private. Com­ 
pany F, Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
was wounded in the left leg Feb. 5, 
two miles from Manila. 
He tells bis 
story in these words: 
“ We discovered a big force of the 
enemy in trenches directly in front of 
U8. 
W e were 
ordered 
to take the 
trenchea 
The boys gave a tremendous 
yell and rushed forward. I had gone 
about 100 feet when a *nigger’ bullet 
hit me in the left leg and dropped me. 
I did not realize that I was shot for sev­ 
eral seconds, and thinking 1 had trip ­ 
ped attempted to rise. 
An aw ful pain 
ran through me from my leg up. I felt 
of my thigh and discovered my wound. 
In the meantime the boys had run on 
and I was alone. 
M y wound bled pro­ 
fusely and I had no emergency bandage, 
but a wounded officer, whose name I 
never learned, who was returning from 
the front, bound up my leg so I would 
not bleed to death. 
He tried to assist 
me to the field hospital, which was lo­ 
cated three-quarters of a mile away, be­ 
hind a knoll. W ith his aid I hopped and 
crawled a greater portion of the dis­ 
tance, when some members of my regi­ 
ment di.'-covered my predicament and 
made a litteK of their coats and gun.« 
and carried me to the field surgeons.” 
Gecrge B. Abrams, musician, com­ 
pany H, Fourteenth infantry, received 
a severe wound in the left side Feb. 
IH, at Paranca, while his regiment was 
pursuing the Filipinos toward Cah»o- 
can. Here is his story: 
‘‘Our officers, cool and nervy, urged 
us to hold back and draw the enemy’s 
fire, so that we could locate them before 
charging. 
But the men could not be 
held, and the officers, seeing what the 
tile was up to, led their companies, 
with a w’hoop and a yell, right into the 
trenches where the Filipinos were ly ­ 
ing. Those ‘niggers’ are not cowards by 
any means, but they cannot fight a lit­ 
tle bit. Several times Agninaldo’s men 
remained behind their breastworks un­ 
til they were pnxlded out by the bay- 
‘»nets of the charging Americans. Com­ 
pany M of the Fourteenth lost more 
men than any company in the regiment. 
Puriijg the tight at "ibtranca, where I 
Was Wounded, Company M was caught 
in a terrific cross fire, and had the F ili­ 
pinos been any kind of marksmen M 
'■'uiipany would have been annihilated. 
>V e Were ordered to the asssistance of 
company, and as we ran into the 
Jd'cn a Mauser bullet caught me in the 
l*^lt side. 
1 was knocked about 20 feet 
¿ind 
tumbled. 
M y whole body was 
nnmb, and I thought it was all up with 
The bullet only plowed a hole in 
iny side, however.” 
Iivd^ Kuhn, private. Company C, 
rirst Nebraska volunteers, was shot in 
oie left leg Feb. 6, in the assanlt to get 
possession of the M anila waterworks, 
"hich were held by Aguinaldo’s foliow- 
His tale follows: “ W hen we were 
a )cmt a mile from the waterwork.s, a 
anser bullet penetrated my left leg, 
^i^nged upward, and I was ont of the 
^nt. 
My sensations when 
wounded 
^ere most peculiar, and I cannot intel- 
ig^-ntly describe them. 
The impact of 
e ball seemed to completely paralyze 
my powers. 
I felt as if I was spiu- 
like a big top and mycom- 
es picked me np 20 feet from where 
standing when h it.” 
Cne of the strangest cases in the 


tne nospitaiUoor ana-iinocKed toatUaci 
the attention of the attendants. 
He 
went through 
this experience three 
times, and the doctors are now con­ 
vinced he cannot be killed. 
Probably the most peculiar wound 
treated in ho.spital was a volunteer sol­ 
dier wTio was shot squarelv in the nose 
by a Mauser. 
The ball ranged down­ 
ward into bis month, and he sw’allowed 
It. »Strange, too. the wound in his face 
did not b(»ther him very much. 
The 
surgeon pur a piece of court plaster on 
the orifice w'here the ball entered, and 
he got Well.” — San Francisco Exam ­

There is a good chance for a new in­ 
dustry in the United States in the rais­ 
ing of bulbs from which the Bermuda 
white lily is grown. 
A t present these 
bulbs are imported, and their value at 
wholesale is $1,500,000 annually. 
The 
greatest objection to this iinportHtion. 
aside from the protectionist objection, 
is 
tlie presence of mites, which de­ 
stroy each year an increasingly large 
percentage of the bulbs. This affliction 
is s{ireading and unless methods of cul­ 
tivating the lily at its island home are 
reVolaiidiiizKl m.aiy perstjns fear tlii.s 
beautiful ( ’hristmas and Easter flower 
w ill eventually be driven out of exist­ 
ence. 
For the mite itself no satisfactory 
remedy has been found. The suggestion 
has been made, however, that if some 
bulbs entirely free from the pest were 
carefully selected and their growth he- 
gun in a region in the United States 
which the mites have never infested 
it might he possible thus to elude the 
enemy. 
A t least many years might 
elapse before the mites found such a 
new lily colony ont. 
Up to the present time experiments 
conducted in the United States have 
not proved completely successful. 
No 
part of the United States has yet been 
found wiiere the winter conditions are 
sufficiently favorable to bring the bulbs 
to m aturity at a date early enough to 
make them ready to flower in season 
for Christiuas. 
But it is no use to give 
up the seart n. Bulbs may be propagated 
which d<» not re(juire quite so much 
time and ¡¡laces may be found more 
nearly like their Bermuda home than 
any yet disc»)vered 
These are some of 
the problems ufKiii which the agricnl- 
tural deiiartment is at work. The mite 
pest so thoroughly infests Bermuda that 
evidently a new start must be made 
for the plant somewhere if its growth 
is to continue jFermanently.— W ashing­ 
to n Special New York Post.

and wrath, tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that doeth evil 
of the Je w first and also of the gentile. ” 
There are many discouragements to 
patient continuance 
in 
well doing. 
Difficulties are constantly putting them­ 
selves in our way. 
In the first enthusi­ 
asm of our faith it is easy to meet and 
overcome them, but as our religion be­ 
comes more of an accnstomed thing with 
us it is not so easy to do so. 
Those for 
whom we labor are often ungrateful, 
and forgetting for a time that we are 
laboring prim arily for Him wno died 
for us we become faint hearted and 
W’earied. 
Results are often not as ap­ 
parent as we think they should lie. The 
master builder is encouraged by seeing 
his building constantly growing, the 
artist joys to see his picture developing 
before him. but he who labors in spir­ 
itual spheres very often has not the en­ 
couragement of apparent results, and 
this is discouraging. 
These and other 
things are thorns in the flesh of con­ 
tinuance in well doing, and specially 
so in patient continuance. 
But there are also encouragements to 
even patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. The greatest of these is the assur­ 
ance of the reward for our patient con­ 
tinuance. Eternal life Paul here declares 
to be the reward, and since it is a 
gift of God it is positively assured to 
ua “ In due season we shall reap if we 
faiat not. ” Due season is God’s season, 
and we may safely leave the time with 
God, knowing for a certainty that in 
His time and in His w ay the reward is 
sure to come. 
This fact should be a great inspira­ 
tion to patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. 
A ll depends upon i t

To begin well, to rnn well for a time 
and then to drop ont means to fail 
“ Faithful to death” should be our 
watchword, for it is unto those who are 
faithful unto death that a crown of life 
is promised.

First of the Wounded Heroes to 
Return to San Francisco.

The wounded heroes 
are coming 
borne. The shattered, broken men who 
tell while charging the Filipino trenches 
axe being brought back. They are taken 
to the Presidio hospitals. 
There a few 
,i the curious gather to look at their 
Min ken cheeks, to comment npon their 
wounds, to listen to their tales of ad­ 
venture in a strange, far land. 
Here 
and there a tender woman brings them 
flowers and a smile. 
Relatives carry 
out words of cheer or pity. 
But there 
is none of the extravagant demonstra­ 
tion which accajnpanied their outgoing. 
Yet these Ae the first men to bear 
their wounds back to San Francisco 
gin ce the dread days of the civil war. 
And they are the first few who pioneer 
the way for the many who will come 
limping home in the days yet to be. 
San Francisco might be expected to 
thow more interest in these stout heart­ 
ed lads who have borne the shock of 
battle and behaved like veterans in the 
time of stress. 
Bat the wounded men 
are cheery. 
They are proud of their 
share in the conflict. 
Here are some of 
their experiences: 
Charles G. Hammonds, private, Com­ 
pany F, Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
was wounded in the left leg Feb. 5, 
two miles from Manila. 
He tells his 
story in these words: 
“We discovered a big force of the 
enemy in trenches directly in front of 
us. 
We were ordered to take the 
trenches. The boys gave a tremendous 
yell and rushed forward. 
I had gone 
about IOO feet when a ‘nigger’ bullet 
hit me in the left leg and dropped me. 
I did not realise that I was shot for sev­ 
eral seconds, and thinking I bad trip­ 
ped attempted to rise. 
An awful pain 
ran through me from my leg up. I felt 
of my thigh and discovered my wound. 
In the meantime the boys bad run on 
and I was alone. 
My wound bled pro­ 
fusely and I bad no emergency bandage, 
but a wounded officer, whose name I 
never learned, who was returning from 
the front, bound up my leg so I would 
not bleed to death. 
He tried to assist 
me to the field hospital, which was lo­ 
cated three-quarters of a mile away, be­ 
hind a knoll. W ith his aid I hopped and 
crawled a greater portion of the dis­ 
tance, when some members of my regi­ 
ment discovered my predicament and 
made a litten of their coats and guns 
and carried me to the field surgeons.” 
George B. Abrams, musician, com­ 
pany H, Fourteenth infantry, received 
a severe wound in the left side Feb. 
18, at Paranca, while his regim ent was 
pursuing the Filipinos toward Caloo- 
can. Here is his story: 
‘‘Our officers, cool and nervy, urged 
us to hold back and draw the enemy’s 
fire, so that we could locate them before 
f barging. But the men coaid not be 
beld, and the officers, seeing what the 
tile was up to, led their companies, 
with a whoop and a yell, right into the 
trenches where the Filipinos were ly­ 
ing. Those ‘niggers’ are not cowards by 
any means, but they cannot fight a lit­ 
tle bit. Several times Aguinaldo^ men 
remained behind their breastworks un­ 
til they were prodded out by the bay­ 
onets of the charging Americans. Com­ 
pany M of the Fourteenth lost more 
men than any company in the regiment. 
During the fight at Paranca, where I 
was wounded. Company M was caught 
in a terrific cross fire, and had the Fili­ 
pinos been any kind of marksmen M 
company would have been annihilated, 
w e were ordered to the asssistance of 
M company, and as we ran into the 
open a Mauser bullet caught me in the 
DD side. 
I was knocked about 20 feet 
and tumbled. 
My whole body was 
numb, and I thought it was all up with 
me. 
The bullet only plowed a hole in 
my side, however.” 
hie,] Kulm, private, Company C, 
r ust Nebraska volunteers, was shot in 
Die left leg Feb. 6, in the assault to get 
possession of the Manila waterworks, 
which were held by Aguinaldo^ follow­ 
er* His tale follows: “ When we were 
a »ont a mile from the waterworks, a 
ariser bullet penetrated my left leg, 
fanged upward, and I was out of the 
ght.

ward into his mouth, and he swallowed 
it. Strange, too, the wound in his face 
did not bother him very much. The 
surgeon put a piece of court plaster on 
the orifice where the ball entered, and 
he got well. —San Francisco Exam­ 
iner

.Toted N o v e list P re fe r* to Be K n o w n 


mn ■ H lN to rtan . 
Edward Eggleston, author of “ The 
Hoosier Schoolmaster, ” has some inter­ 
esting dislikes. 
One of the most pro­ 
nounced, according to a correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Tribune, is traveling 
at night. This he refuses to do, always 
stopping over at some convenient town 
in preference to taking a sleeping car. 
The other day he made such a stop at 
Columbus, while en route to his sum­ 
mer home at Lake George, and to a re­ 
porter said that he was born with un­ 
strung nerves, which seem at this day 
to catch only the dissonances of Ameri­ 
can life, since he finds much fault with 
American customs, habits and tradi­ 
tions and is now at work on a history 
of “ American Life,” one volume of

which has issued from the press and of 
which others are to follow. The work, 
however, will never be completed, ac­ 
cording to his own statements. 
Mr. Eggleston says he is known to 
the people as a novelist and in the re­ 
public of learning as a historian.

Notwithstanding all this, he has 
faith in the American character and 
American institutions. He has no ele­ 
ment of the Fourth of July in his make 
up, however, according to bis own anal 
ysis of himself. 
He cannot exalt and 
be jubilant with the average American 
He believes in being sedate, slow going 
and thorough going and will apologize, 
he says, for his own eccentricity in 
springing from novelist to historian by 
leaving to the world incomplete the his­ 
tory of American life on which he is 
now working. 


BERMUDA W HITE LILIES. 


A C h an ce F or (ir o n in g th e Bulb* In 
th e t lilte d State*. 
There is a good chance for a new in­ 
dustry in the United States in the rais­ 
ing of bulbs from which the Bermuda 
white lily is grown. 
At present these 
bulbs are imported, and their value at 
wholesale is $1,500,000 annually. 
The 
greatest objection to this importation, 
aside from the protectionist objection, 
is the presence of mites, which de­ 
stroy each year an increasingly large 
percentage of the bulbs. This affliction 
ie spreading and unless methods of cul­ 
tivating the lily at its island borne are 
revolutionized rn,my persons fear this 
beautiful Christmas and Easter flower 
will eventually be driven out of exist­ 
ence. 
For the mite itself no satisfactory 
remedy has been found. The suggestion 
has been made, however, that if some 
bulbs entirely free from the pest were 
carefully selected and their growth be­ 
gun in a region in the United States 
which the mites have never infested 
it might be possible thus to elude the 
enemy. 
At least many years might 
elapse before the mites found such a 
new lily colony out. 
Up to the present time experiments 
conducted in the United States have 
not proved completely successful. 
No 
part of the United States has yet been 
found where the winter conditions are 
sufficiently favorable to bring the bulbs 
to m aturity at a date early enough to 
make them ready to flower in season 
for Christmas. 
But it is no use to give 
up the seart Ii. Bulbs may be propagated 
which do not require quite so much 
time and {daces may be found more 
nearly like their Bermuda home than 
any yet discovered. These are some of 
the problems upon which the agricul­ 
tural department is at work. The mite 
pest so thoroughly infests Bermuda that 
evidently a new start must be made 
for the plant somewhere if its growth 
is to continue permanently.—Washing­ 
ton Special New York Post.

Topic.—Patient continuance in well doms. 
—Rom. ii, I ii. 
In this passage Paul points out to 
the Jews the fact that they need not 
hope to escape God’s judgment simply 
becarve they are Jews. In judgment he 
declares that God is no respecter of per­ 
sons, but “ renders to every man ac­ 
cording to his deeds; to them who by 
patient continuance in well doing se< k 
for glory and honor and immortality, 
eternal life; but unto them that are 
contentious and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that doeth evil 
of the Jew first ami also of the gentile. ” 
There are many discouragements to 
patient continuance 
in well doing. 
Difficulties are constantly putting them­ 
selves in our way. In the first enthusi­ 
asm of our faith it is easy to meet and 
overcome them, but as our religion be­ 
comes more of an accustomed thing with 
as it is not so easy to do so. 
Those for 
whom we labor are often ungrateful, 
and forgetting for a time that we are 
laboring primarily for Him who died 
for us we become faint hearted and 
wearied. 
Results are often not as ap­ 
parent as we think they should be. The 
master builder is encouraged by seeing 
his building constantly growing, the 
artist joys to see his picture developing 
before him, but he who labors in spir­ 
itual spheres very often has not the en­ 
couragement of apparent results, and 
this is discouraging. 
These and other 
things are thorns in the flesh of con­ 
tinuance in well doing, and specially 
so in patient continuance. 
But there are also encouragements to 
even patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. The greatest of these is the assur­ 
ance of the reward for our patient con­ 
tinuance. Eternal life Paul here declares 
to be the reward, and since it is a 
gift of God it is positively assured to 
na “ In due season we shall reap if we 
faiat not. ” Due season is God’s season, 
and we may safely leave the time with 
God, knowing for a certainty that in 
His time and in Hie way the reward is 
sure to come. 
This fact should be a great inspira­ 
tion to patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. All depends npon it The race is 
never won until the goal is reached. 
To begin well, to run well for a time 
and then to drop out means to fail. 
“Faithful to death” should be our 
watchword, for it is unto those who are 
faithful unto death that a crown of life 
is promised. 
That crown is also at 
death. 
Here the cross, yonder the 
crown; here the church militant, yon­ 
der the church triumphant. 
“ Be thou 
faithful unto death. ”

home. The shattered, broken men who

*lie being brought back. They are taken 
♦u the Presidio hospitals. 
There a few 
,1 the curious gather to look at their 
sunken cheeks, to comment npon their 
wounds, to listen to their tales of ad 
venture in a strange, far land. 
Here 
and there a tender woman brings them 
flowers and a smile. 
Relatives carry 
out words of cheer or pity. 
Bnt there 
in none of the extravagant demonstra­ 
tion which acQjjnpanied their outgoing, 
Yet these Ste the first men to bear 
their wounds back to San Francisco 
since the dread days of the civil war. 
And they are the first few who pioneer 
the way for the many who will come 
limping home in the days yet to be. 
San Francisco m ight be expected to 
show more interest in these stout heart 
ed lads who have borne the shock of 
battle and behaved like veterans in the 
time of stress. 
But the wounded men 
are cheery. 
They are proud of their 
share in the conflict. 
Here are some of 
their experiences: 
Charles G. Hammonds, private, Com 
pany F, Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
was wounded in the left leg Feb. 5, 
two miles from Manila. 
He tells his 
story in these words: 
“We discovered a big force of the 
enemy in trenches directly in front of 
us. 
We were ordered 
to take the 
trenches. 
The boys gave a tremendous 
yell and rushed forward. 
I had gone 
about IOO feet when a ‘nigger’ bullet 
hit me in the left leg and dropped me. 
I did not realize that I was shot for sev­ 
eral seconds, and thinking I had trip 
ped attempted to rise. 
An awful pain 
ran through me from my leg up. I felt 
of my thigh and discovered my wound. 
In the meantime the boys had run on 
and I was alone. 
My wound bled pro­ 
fusely and I had no emergency bandage, 
but a wounded officer, whose name I 
never learned, who was returning from 
the front, bound up my leg so I would 
not bleed to death. 
He tried to assist 
me to the field hospital, which was lo­ 
cated three-quarters of a mile away, be­ 
hind a knoll. W ith his aid I hopped and 
crawled a greater portion of the dis­ 
tance, when some members of my regi­ 
ment discovered my predicament and 
made a litten of their coats and guns 
and carried me to the field surgeons. ” 
George B. Abrams, musician, com­ 
pany H, Fourteenth infantry, received 
a severe wound in the left side Feb. 
18, at Paranca, while his regiment was 
pursuing the Filipinos toward Caloo- 
can. Here is his story: 
“ Our officers, cool and nervy, urged 
us to hold back and draw the enemy’s 
fire, so that we could locate them before 
charging. 
But the men could not be 
held, and the officers, seeing what the 
file was up to, led their companies, 
with a whoop and a yell, right into the 
trenches where the Filipinos were ly­ 
ing. Those ‘niggers’ are not cowards by 
any means, but they cannot fight a lit­ 
tle bit. Several times A guinaldo^ men 
remained behind their breastworks u n ­ 
til they were prodded out by the bay­ 
onets of the charging Americans. Com­ 
pany M of the Fourteenth lost more 
men than any company in the regiment. 
During the tight at Paranca, where I 
was wounded. Company M was caught 
in a terrific cross fire, and had the Fili­ 
pinos been any kind of marksmen M 
company would have been annihilated. 
W e were ordered to the asssistance of 
M company, and as we ran into the 
open a Manner bullet caught me in the 
left side. 
I was knocked about 20 feet 
and tumbled. 
My whole body was 
numb, and I thought it was all up with 
me. 
The bullet only plowed a hole in 
my side, however. ” 
IiHil Kulm, private, Company C, 
r ii-st Nebraska volunteers, was shot in 
tile left leg Feb. 6, in the assault to get 
possession of the Manila waterworks, 
which were held by A guinaldo^ foliow-

There is a good chance for a new in­ 
dustry in the United States in the rais­ 
ing of bulbs from which the Bermuda 
white lily is grown. 
At present these 
bulbs are imported, and their value at 
wholesale is ll,5 0 0 ,OOO annually. 
The 
greatest objection to this importation, 
aside from the protectionist objection, 
is the presence of mites, which de­ 
stroy each year an increasingly large 
percentage of the bulbs. This affliction 
is spreading and unless methods of cul­ 
tivating the lily at its island home are 
revolutionized m.iuy persons fear this 
beautiful Christmas and Easter flower 
will eventually be driven out of exist­ 
ence. 
For the mite itself no satisfactory 
remedy has been found. The suggestion 
has been made, however, that if some 
bulbs entirely free from the pest were 
carefully selected and their growth be­ 
gun in a region in the United States 
which the mites have never infested 
it might be possible thus to elude the 
enemy. 
At least many years might 
elapse before the mites fonnd such a 
new lily colony out. 
Up to the present time experiments 
conducted in the United States have 
not proved completely successful. 
No 
part of the United States has yet been 
fonnd where the winter conditions are 
su fficie n tly favorable to bring the bulbs 
to m aturity at a date early enough to 
make them ready to flower in season 
for Christmas. 
But it is no use to give 
up the seari ii. Bulbs may be propagated 
which do not require quite so much 
time and places may be fonnd more 
nearly like their Bermuda home than 
any yet discovered. 
These are some of 
the problems npon which the agricul­ 
tural department is at work. The mite 
pest so thoroughly infests Bermuda that 
evidently a new start must be made 
for the plant somewhere if its growth 
is to continue permanently.

In this passage Paul [Hunts out to 
the Jews the fact that they need not 
hope to escape God s judgment simply 
becarve they are Jews. Iii judgment he 
declares that God is no respecter of p»r- 
sons, but “ renders to every man ac­ 
cording to his deeds; to them who Im­ 
patient continuance in well doing set k 
for glory and honor and immortality, 
eternal life; but unto them that are 
contentious and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that doeth evil 
of the Jew first and also of the gentile. ” 
There are many discouragements to 
patient continuance 
in well doing. 
Difficulties are constantly putting them­ 
selves in our way. 
In the first enthusi­ 
asm of our faith it is easy to meet and 
overcome them, but as our religion be­ 
comes more of an accnstomed thing with 
us it is not so easy to do so. 
Those for 
whom we labor are often ungrateful, 
and forgetting for a time that we are 
laboring primarily for Him woo died 
for us we become faint hearted and 
wearied. 
Results are often not as ap­ 
parent as we think they should lie. The 
master builder is encouraged by seeing 
his building constantly growing, the 
artist joys to see his picture developing 
before him, bnt he who labors in spir­ 
itual spheres very often has not the en­ 
couragement of apparent results, and 
this is discouraging.

The ihsurgent leaders, Gregorio aud 
Pio del Pilar, who had 800 mon in Bali­ 
nag, retreated when G eneral Lawtou 
approached the town. 
Chief of Scouts 
Young, w ith ll men, entered Balinag 
ahead of the arm y, and rang the church 
bells to announce th at they had posses­ 
sion of the city. 
General Lawton, w hen attacking in 
force outside of Balinag, saw women 
and children ii* the rebel trenches, and 
sent Captain Case in advance w ith a 
white flag to w arn the insurgents to re­ 
move the non-combatants. W hen w ithin 
6<)0 yards of the trenches two volleys 
were tired at Captain Case’s carty. 
Chief of Scouts Young, whose brav­ 
ery at Balinag was most notable, served 
as an Indian scout under M ajor General 
0. O. Howard in his campaign in the 
northwest iu ISTA. The work of Y ouug’s 
■Pouts was a feature of the expedition. 
C l Wednesday 28 of them encountered 
a body iff 800 Filipinos beyond Balinag 
and drove them until of tue 150 rounds 
of ammunition w hich the soon ta carried 
they had only about 15 rounds left. 
They were about to retire w hen Lieu­ 
tenant Boyd, w ith a troop of the F ourth 
cavalry, came up w ith them and chased 
the enemy into San M iguel. 
There were 2,000 Spanish prisoners in 
the hands of the Filipinos at San Mi- 
KUfcl. 
They were served w ith 5 oenta 
worth of rice daily and were compelled 
to work hard on the rebel defenses.

THE HERO OF CALUMPIT 


Stories About Colonel Frederic 
Funston of Kansas. 
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The adventures of Colonel Frederic 
Funston of the Twentieth Kansas vol­ 
unteers. wTho is the hero of Calmnpit, 
began before he was 18 years old. says 
the St Louis Republic. 
While attend­ 
ing the country school in Allen county 
he and two of his boy friends decided it 
would be much pleasanter to live with 
the Indians than to go to school and do 
chores about the farm. 
They secured 
three guns and a quantity of ammuni­ 
tion and. gathering a supply of food, 
set out to find a camp of native Ameri­ 
cans. who were often seen about that 
part of the country at that time. 
Finally they came to the Osage res­ 
ervation. where Black Dog was chief. 
There the three youthful adventurers 
took up their residence and remained 
for two montl^. until found by their 
parents and forced to return home. The 
boys were loath to leave the camp, as 
they had become great friends with the 
Indians. This friendship was never for­ 
gotten by the old chief, Black Dog, and 
only a year ago he sent a messenger to 
Colonel Funston asking him to visit 
him 
Colonel Funston went back with 
the messenger and remained nearly a 
week with his old friend, much to that 
warrior’s delight. After a brief journal­ 
istic career in Little Rock Funston 
went farther west. 
He mined in Cali­ 
fornia and lassoed steers in Texas. 
While in the Lone Star State, on the 
IXL ranch, he did alone what half a 
hundred cowboys had been trying to 
accomplish for more than a year. 
A 
party of Apaches had been harassing 
the cowboys for many months, driving 
off cattle and stealing horses. 
They 
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COLONEL FUNSTON. 
were camped in a ravine, and all efforts 
to dislodge them had proved futile, for 
they were too strongly intrenched, and 
it was impossible to get them from the 
rocky pass in which they had taken 
refuge. 
Funston grew disgusted after seeing 
some of his best steers driven away 
and said he was going to drive the In ­ 
dians out alone. He rode to the nearest 
store, 20 miles away, and brought hack 
several little red bundles. 
The other 
cowboys attem pted to dissuade him 
from his purpose, but he started for the 
ravine with his little red packages. The 
cowboys thought he m ust have dyna 
m ite in those packages he had brought 
from the store, but they listened in 
vain for the report of the explosion. 
But they did hear the report of a regi­ 
ment of infantry firing volley after 
volley 
And to their surprise they saw 
the Indians issue from the ravine and 
dash off across the prairie as if riding 
for their lives 
It seems th at Fuston’s 
purchase had been firecrackers. He had 
gone to the m outh of the ravine and 
climbed on to the cliff, so that he over­ 
looked the cam p 
He had then lighted 
package after pac sage of the crackers 
aud throw n them into the air so they 
would explode above the heads of the 
red men To them it sounded as if 4,900 
men were firing at them , and when 
they saw one or two whom Funston 
had picked off witli his rifle fall they

t Huston called mein anorn 
him and. after a short talk, they decided 
the best thing they could do was to re­ 
main on the iceberg. 
Their boat was 
pulled up and split to pieces to make 
kindling wood The bears were skinned 
and their m eat cooked over the fire. At

skins and went to sleep 
H ie storm 
continued two days and during this 
tim e the five im x continued to reside 
on the berg 
In the riKjjitim e they had made a 
trip around me berg and found it to bt* 
rotten 
Large chunks were continually 
falling off 
Un the third day the storm 
ceased and they found themselves seem­ 
ingly in midocean with only a few other 
icebergs in sight. 
But they tried to be 
cheerful until the big berg upon which 
they were camped commenced to crack 
and break to pieces. 
Then they knelt 
and prayed. Looking up suddenly, F u n ­ 
ston saw a ship in sight. 
It was the 
Flora, th tir own vessel, which had been 
pursuing them for many miles. 
They 
were taken on board and a m inute later 
the big iceberg cracked into a thousand 
pieces. 
In reply to a telegram from the east 
the other night to Em poria, R an., in- 
ijuiring “ W h at’s the m atter w ith Fun- 
iton ?’’ W. A. W hite, editor of the Em ­ 
poria G azette and w riter of the famous

K ansas?’’ indited the following: 
I have known Fred Funston for 
about 15 years, went to Kansas State 
university w ith him, where we had a 
slow mu Ie race for the foot of every class 
Afterward we roomed together while 
working for Kansas City papers.

Once in school the tow n’s ‘bad coon 
tried to m n over Funston. The darky 
weighed nearly 200 pounds and was a 
‘scrapper w ith a razor record.

‘colored brother’ to a 
‘standstill’ and went for a w arrant and 
marched the boss bully through the

conductor, he threw an obstreperous 
cowboy down in the middle of a car 
aisle, took the cowboy’s ‘g u n ’ away, 
pounded him up w ith it, threw him off 
the train and chased him half a mile 
down the track, throw ing ballast at 
him. Funston was in Alaska four years 
ago, and he took a longer trip in the 
m iddle of the dark arctic w inter with 
only Indian guides than Peary took in 
Greenland in the light of tile summer. 
“ The only thing Funston would la th ­ 
ier do than fight is to read Kipling. 
There is absolutely nothing the m atter 
w ith Funston, aud. w hat is more, there 
are several hundred thousand other 
young fellows in Kansas m ade of the

The n a m e s of John Wallace and Syl­ 
vester Kinsey were presented as appli- 
cants for the position of school enumer- 
ator 
Mr. Murphy said Mr. Wallace 
was a graduate of the school, and he 
woald like to see him do the work, and 
made a motion he be elected. The vote 
for him was unanimous. 
The proposed changes of the third 
floor of the Central building into three 
rooms caused much discussion, as did 
the proposed improvements to the West 
End and Third street buildings. Clerk 
HUI said he had received bot one letter 
from the architect of the building, al­ 
though he had requested the gentleman 
to make an inspection of the Fourth 
street building. 
Doctor Norris said he thought it would 
be detrimental to do any thing to 
Central building. The schools, daring 
the last three years, have been increased 
an average 
of 
2% rooms. 
There 
should be a permanent balding erected 
rn East End by all means and the board 
should go over the East End at once 
and decide on some ground in order 
that the public woald know everything 
before the matter is placed in the hands 
of the voters.

The erection of several ^additional 
rooms to the Grant street'ibnilding, to 
cost about $5000, was discussed, bat 
definite action was not taken. 
A building in the vicinity of Ravine 
street cansed Clerk Hill *to send for a 
map of the city. After it had been pre­ 
sented the board decided the new build­ 
ing would relieve tho crowded condition 
of the Grant aud Central buildings. 
President Vodrey said'Jhe did not 
think the board would reach any con­ 
clusion on the matter at present, and 
notified the board to meet at the Central 
building at 2 o’clock next Thursday 
afternoon for the purpose of inspecting 
all the schools.

Henry T. Sloane is the youngest of 
the three brothers who control the great 
carpet house. He has a large fortune, a 
goodly part of which be inherited. His 
brother, W illiam Douglas Sloane, mar- 


so it is sain, and it required the serv­ 
ices of a lawyer to patch up the matter, 
but the mending was only temporarily 
-uccessful 
It ie said that one of the 
conditions upon which the quarrel was 
catched up was that Mr. Sloane should 
nave the right of revising his wife's 
visiting list, and that the first thing he 
did was to cut off the men whose atten ­ 
tions to Mrs. Belmont were compromis­ 
ing ber good name.

When he heard 
of what had occurred Mr. Robbins tu rn ­ 
ed furiously upon Mr. Sloane and de­ 
nounced him. Mr. Sloane left the house, 
took a room at the Waldorf-Astoria and 
subsequently went to live in the Hotel 
Buckingham. 
The formal announcement of the sep­ 
aration was made on Dec. 20, and it 
made a great stir. 
The name of Perry 
Belmont was immediately mentioned. 
Mr. Sloane made the announcement and 
that he had given his wife the Seventy- 
second street house. At that time Mrs. 
Belmont was suffering from grip. When 
she recovered she went to the home of 
her brother, at 814 Madison avenue. 
For a time the children remained with 
Mrs. Belmont. 
Then they went to the 
home of Mrs. Coffin, a paternal amit.

Licentiousness abounded 
in all grades of society, and the worship 
of the gods, whose temples were num er­ 
ous and costly, exercised no restraint 
on vice, but rather seemed to give it 
encouragement. 
Paul 
declare* 
that 
God’s nature and will can be surely 
known by His works and that His 
wrath against all wrong is clearly 
shown. 
The existing condition of vile­ 
ness among men was due to the disre­ 
gard of God’s will and dislike for His 
service. 
The result was a fearful con­ 
dition of society, almost too black to be 
credited by later ages. 
That He did not overstate the im ­ 
morality of the times is certain from 
the w ritings of the Roman authors of 
this period. 
The remedy for this condition of af­ 
fairs is found in the salvation offered 
by the Christ. 
Repentance and com­ 
plete turning from evil, with accept­ 
ance of service for Christ, woald bring 
consciousness of 
pardon 
for 
guilt, 
cleansing from the love of the evil for­ 
merly practiced and power to lead a 
pure life. 
The change was to be in feelings and 
thought and in actions. The old habits 
would not be broken without earnest 
effort. The corrupt surroundings would 
ever be tem pting to a return to the 
former practices and associations. P a­ 
tience—patient continuance in well do­ 
ing— was absolutely necessary if one 
was to obtain the promised glory and 
eternal, bleesed life. 
One must keep the inner spirit from 
irritable passion and impatience, and 
must do the good deeds, must practice 
over and over again acts of kindness, 
self restraint and self denial, till the 
habits of life become fixed in the mold 
of righteousness and shaped after the 
pattern of godliness.

The wounded heroes 
are

home. The shattered, broken men who 
♦ ell while charging the Filipino trenches 
are being brought back. They are taken 
to the Presidio hospitals. 
There a few 
J the curious gather to look at their 
t-onken cheeks, to comment upon their 
wounds, to listen to their tales of ad 
venture in a strange, far land. 
Here 
and there a tender woman brings them 
flowers and a smile. 
Relatives carry 
out words of cheer or pity. 
But there 
is none of the extravagant demonstra­ 
tio n which accompanied their ontgoing. 
Yet these Ste the first men to bear 
their wounds back to San Francisco 
since the dread days of the civil war. 
And they are the first few who pioneer 
the way for the many who will come 
limping home in the days yet to be. 
San Francisco m ight be expected to 
show more interest in these stout heart­ 
ed lads who have borne the shock of 
battle and behaved like veterans in the 
time of stress. 
But the wounded men 
are cheery. 
They are proud of their 
share in the conflict. 
Here are some of 
their experiences: 
Charles G. Hammonds, private, Com 
pany F, Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
was wounded in the left leg Feb. 5, 
two miles from Manila. 
He tells his 
story in these words: 
“ We discovered a big force of the 
enemy in trenches directly in front of 
as. 
We were ordered 
to take the 
trenches. 
The boys gave a tremendous 
veil aud rushed forward. 
I had gone 
about IOO feet when a ‘nigger’ bullet 
hit me in the left leg and dropped me 
I did not realize that I was shot for sev 
eral seconds, and thinking I had trip ­ 
ped attempted to rise. 
An awful pain 
ran through me from my leg up. I felt 
of my thigh and discovered my wound 
In the meantime the boys had run on 
and I was alone. 
My wound bled pro­ 
fusely and I had no emergency bandage, 
but a wounded officer, whose name I 
never learned, who was returning from 
the front, bound up my leg so I would 
not bleed to death. 
He tried to assist 
me to the field hospital, which was lo­ 
cated three-quarters of a mile away, be­ 
hind a knoll. W ith his aid I hopped and 
crawled a greater portion of the dis­ 
tance, when some members of my regi­ 
ment discovered my predicament and 
made a lines of their coats and guns 
aDd carried me to the field surgeons.”

BER M U D A W H IT E LILIES. 


A Chance For Growing the Balli* In 
the tutted State*. 
There is a good chance for a new in­ 
dustry in the United States in the rais­ 
ing of bulbs from which the Bermuda 
white lily is grown. 
At present these 
bulbs are imported, and their value at 
wholesale is $1,500,000 annually. 
The 
greatest objection to this importation, 
aside from the protectionist objection, 
is the presence of mites, which de­ 
stroy each year an increasingly large 
percentage of the bulbs. This affliction 
is spreading and unless methods of cul­ 
tivating the lily at its island home are 
revolutionized many persona f**»i this 
beautiful Christmas and Easter flower 
will eventually be driven out of exist­ 
ence. 
For tile m ite itself no satisfactory 
remedy has been found. The suggestion 
has been made, however, that if som e 
bulbs entirely free from the pest were 
carefully selected and their growth be­ 
gun in a region in the United States 
which the mites have never infested 
it m ight be possible thus to elude the 
enemy. 
At least many years might 
elapse before the mites found suc h a 
new lily colony out. 
Up to the present time experiments 
conducted in the United States have 
not proved completely successful. 
No 
part of the United States has yet lieen 
found where the winter conditions are 
sufficiently favorable to bring the bulbs 
to m aturity at a date early enough to 
make them ready to flower in season 
for Christmas. 
But it is no use to give 
up the seari ii. Bulbs may lie propagated 
which do not require quite so much 
time and places may be found more 
nearly like their Bermuda home 
any yet discovered. 
These are 
the problems ujkiii which the agricul­ 
tural department is at work. 
The mite 
pest so thoroughly infests Bermuda that 
evidently a new htart must be mad*- 
for the plant t-omewhere if its growth 
is to continue per man en tly.—W ashing­ 
ton Special Ne w York Post.

Topic.—Patient continuance in well doing 
—Rom. ii, i n . 
In this passage Paul points out to 
the Jews the fact that they need not 
hope to escape God’s judgm ent simply 
became they are Jews. Iii judgm ent he 
d edan s that God is no respecter of per­ 
sons, but “ renders to every man ac­ 
cording to his deeds; to them who by 
patient continuance in well doing seek 
for glory and honor and immortality, 
eternal life; but unto them that are 
contentious and do not obey the truth, 
but obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that doeth evil 
of the Jew first and also of the gentile. ” 
There are many discouragements to 
patient continuance 
in well doing. 
Difficulties are constantly putting them ­ 
selves in our way. In the first enthusi­ 
asm of our faith it is easy to meet and 
overcome them, but as our religion be­ 
comes more of an accustomed thing with 
us it is not so easy to do so. 
Those for 
whom we labor are often nngrateful, 
and forgetting for a time th at we are 
laboring primarily for Him who died 
for us we become faint hearted and 
wearied. 
Results are often not as ap­ 
parent as we think they should be. The 
master builder is encouraged by seeing 
his building constantly growing, the 
artist joys to see his picture developing 
before him, but he who labors in spir­ 
itual spheres very often has not the en­ 
couragement of apparent results, and 
this is discouraging. 
These and other 
things are thorns in the flesh of con­ 
tinuance in well doing, and specially 
so in patient continuance. 
But there are also encouragements to 
even patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. The greatest of these is the assur­ 
ance of the reward for our patient con­ 
tinuance. Eternal life Paul here declares 
to be the reward, and since it is a 
gift of God it is positively assured to 
na “ In due season we shall reap if we 
fai&t not. ” Due season is G od’s season, 
and we may safely leave the time with 
God, knowing for a certainty that in 
His time aud in His way the reward is 
sure to come. 
This fact should be a great inspira­ 
tion to patient continuance in well do­ 
ing. 
All depends upon i t 
The race is 
never won until the goal is reached. 
To begin well, to ran well for a time 
and then to drop out means to fail 
“ Faithful to death” should be our 
watchword, for it is unto those who are 
faithful unto death that a crown of life 
is promised.
